But few have understood the truly tergific pains 
Belasco has often taken in the building of a stage 
luminury—how he drilled Lestie Carter for two years 
before permitting ner to appear in public, for instance.

Torments Frances Starr Into Greatness. 
T WAS the wealth of imagination I detected 
in Frances Starr's acting the first time I saw 
her that convinced me of the possibilities in 
store for her, if she were properly directed. Shc 
was a frail girl, with a highly strung, nervous 
temperament, and [ decided that what she 
needed most at the outset was to be built up 
in health. As a result of my first interview with her, 
after her contract had been signed, I instructed her to 
consult a physician and engage a trained nurse. She 
was inclined at first to resent interference in her per- 
sonal affairs. For many weeks all I asked of her to 
dc was to eat nutritious food, drink milk, take daily 
exercise in the open air, and go to bed early.

NE day in 1899, while | was preparing to pro- 
duce “Zaza,” a Brooklyn girl about 16 years 
$ld came to me with the familiar story. She 
was tall, thin, angular, very awkward, not at 
all prepossessing, and her face was spotted with 
freckles. She said her name was Ruth St. Dennis and 
that she was poor. 

“I want to do something on the stage,” she told me. 
“[ know I am not graceful, but I can dance a little. 
I want to be an actress an% I think I have ability. I 
will do anything to get a start. Can't you help me?” 

At first glance she appeared to be entirely unsuited 
for the work on Which she had set her heart. Her 
frank admission of inexperience showed me she was 
especially unfitted for anything I might have to offer. 
But as I studied the mobile lines of her face and the 
changing light in her eyes, I was struck by the un- 
developed possibilities in the girl. I asked her to go 
through a few steps, and discovered that she had origi- 
nal talent. I introduced a little dance into “Zaza,” a 
very trivial bit, and engaged her for the part of Alice. 

Once in my theater, the energy and ambition of this 
girl knew no limit. The audiences liked her dance, 
and this recognition greatly encouraged her. Soon 
she came to me and said she had no place to practice 
while not at actual rehearsals. I told her she could 
have my stage whenever it was not in use. Every 
morning after that she came to my old Republic The- 
ater and practiced alone. I never saw a girl with 
such a keen desire to succeed. 

When I made my “Du Barry” production a few years 
later I gave her a part and also a solo dance. By that 
time she had improved so much that audiences always 
gave her an encore, which I was obliged to grant, 
much as I disliked to, for it interrupted the continuity 
of the pla She had then changed her name to Ruth 
St. Denis. I saw that dancing was her most natural 
medium of artistic expression, and advised her to give 
up all thought of becoming an actress and devote all 
her energy to the dance.

the war, have accumulated a surplus of 100 per cent 
during the past five years, the small manufacturer has

original surplus and capital. 

“It seems to be one of nature's laws, this evening- 
up process. For analogy let us take the United States 
Steel Corporation, which is supposed to dominate the 
most important industry in the world, and compare 
it with the Mississippi River at flood time. One can 
easily conceive that the main body of the river is 
swollen and has perhaps twice as much water fn it as 
in normal times. But when you compare the small 
streams and flooded lowlands tributary to the main 
channel with their appearance in normal seasons, you 
gee them flooded to thousands of times their usual 
volume. 

“That is just what happened when the war orders 
of all kinds began to flood the markets of the world. 
The larger and better organized concerns were imme- 
diately flooded to capacity, and because of their size 
could not possible hope to adapt themselves to the 
changed conditions, while the small concerns could 
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double and treble almost over night until the flood 
point was reached or the ‘law of diminishing returns’ 
asserted itself. 

“Heavy as the income and war profit tax was, it 
had little effect on the increased profits of these small- 
er concerns, a8 it.was almost always added to the sell- 
ing price and passed along to the ‘ultimate consumer.’ 

“It has been variously estimated that the number 
of new millionaires in the United States since 1914 is 
from 16,000 to 40,000, and from the number of new ones 
I personally know of in my small circle, I would be 
inclined to favor the latter guess. 

“War has always meant a redistribution of wealth 
—a new deal all around, and, this being the greatest 
war of history, has exemplified the matter in propor- 
tion.

The “come-back” is attributed 
t> various causes, but all who have been speculating on 
the subject agree the increased cost of riding on street 
cars is ome reason. The’ “wheel,”” which went into 
retirement almost to the, extent of a total eclipse 
with the arrival of the automobile, and particularly 
the Ford creation, is now out in the open. and its

Anyone who may hold doubts on this score has only 
to take a look in the shops where such goods are dis- 
played, and then make a few inquiries.

Official recognition was given the 
bicycle’s return a few days ago when 
the Police Department issued a spe- 
cial order to the traffic men to keep 
a close watch to prevent accidents. 
The order requires that the bikes 
carry lights after dark and license 
tags at all times. As most of the 
riders hug the curbings and allow 
the automobiles the rest of the 
streets, there is little reason to fear 
a material increase in the accident re- 
ports with the reappearance of the 
old-time system of rapid transit. The 
city license is $1 per year, as long 
as the rider does his own pedaling, 
but when he attaches a motor, his 
wheel passes out of the bike class 
into the motor cycle realm, where 
the fee is $4, half of which goes to 
the State. 

While the return of the bicycle to 
popular favor was discernible a year 
or more since, it remained for the 
street railways to give it the impetus 
that has served to make some of the 
factories prepare for increased out- 
put. Boston and the Eastern cities 
generally seem to have taken the ini- 
tiative in recalling this mechanism 
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When the fares went 
to 8 cents the wheels came out as a 
protest, but after the last strike, when 
Boston lifted the rate to 10 cents they 
came out in all types and designs.

Strong as Steel, Light as Aluminum 
METAL lighter than any yet known, and as strong 
as or stronger than steel, has for years been 
the dream of many, and every now and then 
rumors are circulated to the effect that at last 
it has been discovered, says the Scientific American. 
The advantages which such a metal would have, espe- 
cially for aircraft, are obvious, but unfortunately it is 
generally found that there is a “snag’’ somewhere. 
“The latest report to be circulated relates to a new 
magnesium alloy, said to have been discovered by a 
metal company of Montreal, Cana. The new alloy, 
t is stated, is only two-thirds the weight of alumi- 
num and is ‘as strong as steel.’ It is said to be espe- 
cially suitable for pistons and connecting rods of aero 
and motor car engines. It is to be hoped that some of 
the qualities attributed to the new alloy may, on closer

She had 
been passing through a distracting domestic crisis and 
was both bodily and nervously run down. I outlined 
a systematic course of calisthenic and dancing exer- 
cises, which I had her follow for the cultivation of 
grace and repose. To help build up her vitality and 
sirengthen her lungs, I made her take long walks 
daily, which are conducive to good health and bright 
eyes. 

For months I kept her at this physical training. Al- 
though she was most conscientious in following my 
formula, she could not understand what such things 
had to do with acting on the stage.

Then I observed that, though she was at ease in any 
drawing room, she became restrained, clumsy and un- 
certain the moment she stepped out on the stage. 
She was also afraid of the sound of her own voice, 
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which is always disturbing at first to any new actress. 
So I had her read aloud each day for hours, until she 
grew accustomed to hear herself speak. ° 

Then she became proficient in the sleep-walking 
scene from “Macbeth,” which is important to the train- 
ing of any actress, for there is no better way to gain 
control of the face, body and eyes. 

Meanwhile, I directed that Mrs. Carter repeat aloud 
four times every day the Second Player's speech fror 
the third act of “Hamlet.” In the whole range of the 
English classic drama there is no passage which offers 
so many difficulties to clear enunciation and right dic- 
tion as these six lines, which run: 

Thoughts black, hands apt, drugs fit, and time 

agreeing; 

Confederate season, else no creature seeing; 

Thou mixture rank, of midnight weeds collected, 

With Hecate’s ban thrice blasted, thrice infected, 

Thy natural magic and dire property 

On wholesome life usurp immediately. 

The actor who can speak this complexly worded 
speech “trippingly on the tongue,’ as Hamlet puts it, 
has mastered one of the greatest intricacies of the 
English language. I have discovered few in my pro- 
fessional experience who were equal to it; yet so in- 
dustrious was Mrs. Carter that she was soon able to 
give it with perfect clarity in a dozen different moods. 

This process went on for months. To*stimulate her 
vivacity Mrs. Carter learned from end to end the role 
of Cyprienne in Sardou’s “Divorcons,” and to cultivate 
the tremendous outbursts of passion which, as her

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WHAT THE SEVERAL EARACH 


ARACHE may manifest itself in four different 

ways, depending on what causes it. Dr. Hugh 

B. Blackwell describes these in the New York 

Medical Journal. When there is a steady, bor- 
ing, continuous pain directly in the ear it is a sign of 
an abscess behind the drum, the infection originating 
in the nose and throat and pashing up the Eustachian 
tube to the inner ear. As a rule the only relief is ob- 
tained by lancing through the drum or by spontaneous 
rupture of the drum. 

One need not fear to have the drum lanced. The pain 
is acute, but lasts only the fraction of a second and re- 
lief follows instantly. The drum generally heals itself 
in about two weeks. 

When the outer ear is sensitive to the touch and chew- 
ing is painful, and the pain increases on lying down, 
the trouble is generally in the external canal. It may 
result from scratching, efforts to removve wax or too 
much sea bathing. Again lancing is the treatment, but 
in such cases there is no cutting through the ear drum.

Walden C. Martin, the road captain 
of this aggregation, who helped to win honors at 
Stockholm, Sweden, for the American colors some 
years ago, and who was badly crippled later in an 
accident during a race at the Coliseum, never misses a 
big event, even though he has to ride with his left 
leg strapped to the stationary pedal. He controls the 
wheel with one foot and never lags in any test of en- 
durance or speed. 

The St. Louis Cycling Club is so keen for the wheel 
that it steadily refuses to maintain a clubhouse, for 
the reason that with such an incentive for lounging, 
the members would not make the fullest use of their 
machines. Its home, as its literature declares, is “in 
the saddle,” and there it is to be kept at all hazards. 
There is hardly a road in the Ozarks that has not been 
‘traveled by the St. Louis contingent, and on more 
than one occasion it has featured tours across a big 
stretch of the continent. One of these outings took 
a party of eight members to the Yellowstone and re- 
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When the pain is not definitely in the ear, is not 
very acute and there is no inflammation, it is not @ 
genuine earache, but neuralgia, due to trotuble in the 
nose, throat or teeth. 

The fourth class is commonest in children. They 
cry out with pain soon after going to bed.

Their recommendation is that 
the bicycle be as free as possible from adjuncts, such 
as heavy lamps, gas tanks, guards and other accesso- 
ries that would add to the weight. For this reason, 
too, they shun the wheels that run in the hirher 
gears. Though the membership is limited, th< 351 
Louis organization has undertaken, now that the 
wheel is coming back in favor, to start a junior wine 
to encourage young people to learn to ride and partici 
pate in tours with the proper safeguards thrown ai ouf 
them. These trips will of necessity be made much 
shorter than the usual outings given under the club’s 
auspices. 

Twenty-eight of the members of this club entered 
the army and two were killed in action.

Feb- 
ruary is set as the time for the fin- 
ishing slashes in the Little River Drainage District, 
and vefy shortly the half a million acres in parts of 
Cape Girardeau, Bollinger, Scott and adjoining counties 
will be lifted out of the swamps and covered with 
abundant crops of corn, wheat and other producte that 
will quickly pay the millions expended in the cnter- 
prise. As it means a substantial addition to the pros- 
perity of the area affected, the event wiH not be per- 
mitted to pass without a celebration, and alreidy 
there is discussion about the most impressive way to 
commemorate this victory of engineering skill over 
the waste laid by the great cataclysm of 1811, when 
an earthquake converted hills into lakes and changed 
the whole topography of Southeast Missouri overnight. 


The Little River undertaking called for an expendi- 
ture of four millions for the trench-digging operations 
alone, the ditches and canals represented aggregating 
some 650 miles. The right of way runs through the most 
southern part of Cape Girardeau, then cuts through 
purts of Bollinger, Scott, Stoddard and then south- 
wardly to New Madrid County. Here it spreads east 
ward almost half way across the country. A large 
part of Pemiscot County is likewise benefitted by the 
large ditch that will carry off the overflow. In places 
the main ditch {gs 175 feet across the top and 11 feet 
deep, which, in the judgment of the engineers, will 
provide ample drainage capacity. At present only five 
and a half miles on the principal channel remain to be 
scraped out, and this done the great task that has 
taken years for its consummation will have ended. 

The history of this immense project began in 1903, 
when a meeting of land owners was called at Cape 
Girardeau for the discussion of the proposed drain- 
age. The matter was threshed from beginning to end. 
This area, a larger distance than had ever been pro- 
posed before, was a matter of grave doubt. It pre- 
sented a peculiar situation. 

At the north end was a long ledge of the Ozark 
Hills, beginning at Cape Girardeau and running west 
and slightly south far over into Bollinger County. 
From these hills poured the water of Castor River, 
Whitewater River and Crooked Creek down into this 
overflowed strip, later called the Little River Drainage 
District. Strange to say, this water was hemmed in by 
what is known as the SémM@ston Ridge on the east and 
Crowley’s Ridge on the west, leaving a wide flat 
expanse some 10 or 12 miles wide between which the 
water slowly flowed. This land, because it was so 
flat and the fall so little, became a swamp, water stand- 
ing most of the year and the land heavily timbered 
with cypress. 

Had the engineers Deen compelled to take care of 
this water by draining it all south 90 miles, the project 
could not have been a success. The ditches would 
have had to be so large and the levees so high that 
it would have been impractical. Instead, what is 
known as the diversion channel was dug, an immense 
open wr tone with a high levee, to lead the water di- 
rectly east and throw it into the river. 

This grote the drainage district similar to a T. 
The top of the T is the diversion channel that leads 
the water off into the river. It was necessary to cut 
what was known as the Rock Levee, a protection built 
by the Government to hold the Mississippi River from 
pouring inland when it rose above its banks. Engi- 
neers made the diversion channel levee eight feet high- 
er in order to be sure against any future break the 
Mississippi might make. If this levee should break in 
the case of a rise, just as in case it should break when 
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Largest drainage and land reclamation 
project ever undertaken in the 
United States now nearing com- 
pletion — Years of labor and mil- 
lions of dollars expended in this 
mammoth undertaking, which re- 
stores the lands sunk in the great 
earthquake 108 years ago :: :: 


the Government had a weaker bank, water would enter 
the right-hand end of the T, run inland and down the 
stem, finally emptying into the Mississippi below 
the State line somewhere in Arkansas, overflowing the 
entire district. 

The main stem of the T is the drainage district 
proper. Here it runs for 90 miles, draining land in 
varying widths of 14 to 4 miles, a total area of 760 
square miles, 70 per cent of the total area of Rhode 
Island. The water of Castor River, Crooked Creek, 
Hubble Creek and Whitewater River are all diverted 
and sent by the diversion channel into the Mississippi 
and the drainage ditches-teke care of the rainfall and 
what water runs from the low ridges on the east and 
vest. 

This system, worked out long ago by Otto Kochtitzky, 
then County Engineer of New Madrid County and 
later the engineer for the first drainage districts to 
be organized and put througn successfully, in 1899, was 
backed in opinion by such men as William A. O’Brien, 
a civil engineer and a member of the American Society 
of Civil Engineers, and Arthur E. Morgan, another 
member of the same society, and of the Morgan En- 
gineering Co. of Memphis. 

From the meeting in 1903 until the organization of 
the district in the Butler County Court, under the 
new State law providing for the organization of drain- 
age districts in more than one county, the matter 
progressed slowly. Law suits seemed plentiful, ac- 
cording to the reports by the attorneys, and the 
worst part of it was that everything had to go to the 
State Supreme Court for a decision. One case, Louis 
Houck vs. The Little River Drainage District, went 
before the United States Supreme Court. This was 
a question of the right of the district to take the land 
benefited. The district won the suit. 

Strange to say, the railroads opposed the district in 
many instances. For some reason, one thing after an- 
other furnished cause for different corporations, ‘irms 
or individuals to throw obstructions in the path; all 
of which took time, and it was not until 1908 that the 
survey of the whole district was ordered, 

In 1912 the district was organized, bonded and ad- 
vertised for contractors. Twenty-seven separate con- 
tracts were set forth in the advertisements. There 
were 50 bidders, and nine were successful. 5S. B. 
Hunter, in the Central National Bank Building in St. 
Louis, was one of the large ones. The R. H. & C. A: 
McWilliams Canal Construction Co. of Chicago was 
another of the larger contractefs. All told, $%,965,- 
949.83 was spent in contracts. 

Before the dredges began operations, parties ‘of work- 
men, led by the engineers, went ahead clearing the 
timber and heavy undergrowth. This was one of the 
hardest parts of the dredging program, as these men 
most times had to work in water above their waists. 
The right of way varied from 100 feet to a quarter 
of a mile and the pioneer axmen experienced the hard- 
est kind of going through the snake and frog infested 
lakes and quagmires. In places thick forests had to 
be cut and the trees hauled aside. On the larger 
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drains two smaller ditches were dug first on either 
side; then followed two big dredgers, each cutting out 
half the channel course. Behind came the quarter 
boats, on which the workmen lived. The trying char- 
acter of this work had its effect on the laborers, and 
at times it was difficult to fiiid men willing to under- 
take the work, even with the inducement of tempting 
pay. Very often the advance workers had to wear rub- 
ber costumes reaching to their arm pits, and it hap- 
pened very frequently that this protection was inade- 
quate. 

Excavations began in May, 1913, by Clyde Walb on 
a contract of ditching near Gray Ridge. Soon after, 
others began work on the sections. The force of men 
leaped with these starts. At one time 34 dredges were 
steadily shoveling the dirt and piling it to one side. 
The payroll jumped up. Contractors were paid in part 
as they worked, one-tenth being held back. As high 
as $150,000 a month was paid out to the contractors. 
Now the payroll has dropped down to $35,000 or $50,- 
000, depending on the speed in which the dredges dig. 

Work continued merrily, but the cold winter of 1917- 
18 stopped the activities for some time. High water 
had caused considerable delay at times, rising over the 
dredges, twisting them from their places, or making 
the water so deep that men found difficulty in, reach- 
ing the machines from shore. On the whole, the work 


has progressed without serious interruption summer , 


and winter. Only the freezing of the ground caused 
delay in cold weather. Then the dredges could not 
work until the ground thawed. 

Railroads were cut at places and bridges built. The 
Frisco and the Missouri Pacific were the two roads 
that were cut. The number of times they were crossed, 
counting the crossings of the smaller ditches, totals 
close to a half-hundred. About eight of the crossings are 
large and required considerable bridge work. 

Land values, as a result of this drainage project, 
have doubled, squared themselves, then tripled. 
Twenty-five years ago the lands of the famous “Swamp 
East Missouri’ were not worth the taxes. Indeed, 
New Madrid County gave away swamp land at $1.25 
au acre 30 years ago and was glad to do it. People 
thought then that the man who got the land was get- 
ting nothing and giving something. All it was 
valued for was its timber, and that often was in in- 
accessible places. 

But with the coming of drainage, land values in- 
creased vastly. Millionaires of Southeast Missourl 
have risen. People who bought land for 50 cents an 
acre or $1 an acre, found the value growing rapidly. 
It jumped to $10, to $20 and on up till raw land, still 
in timber, brought as high as $50 an acre. With the 
drainage project sure, land values as a whole moved 
up. Now land, cleared and ready for cultivation, 
stands at $150 and $200 an acre, land that might have 
been bought 30 years ago, even 20 years ago, for $1 
or $2 an acre. Hence the enormous wealth that has 
poured into the hands of shrewd men who saw what 
reclamation would do. The thousands and thousands 
of acres they bought early in the era of alluring 
prices have made them immensely wealthy. 

All told, in Southeast Missouri, engineers estimate, 
very close to 1,000,000 acres of land in the eight coufi- 
ties have been benefited by drainage. The Inter-River 
district will soon add 127,000 acres. The Mingo, St. 
John’s, Elk Chute, Varney River and Wilhelmina dis- 
tricts will all add substantial acreages. The total of 
it all will reach close to 1,000,000 acres that have been 
reclaimed from the water and cypress forests, to be 
turned into the most fertile land of all Missouri. The 
long summer, the rainfall, the flat land, with its rich- 
ness, make the farmer of Southeast Missouri the owner 
of the best producing land in the State. Business men 
and others who live in it have named this section “The 
Modern Promised Land.” 
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HE sleek and well-fed 
general manager of the 
People’s Investment Co.
